World War III Nearing? 


By DEWITT MacKENZIE, 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst. 


Relman Morin, Associated Press Chief of Bu- 
reau in Paris and a reporter of vast experience, 


‘ tells us that “the peace conference appears now 


to be headed for failure and people in Paris, both 
foreigners and French, both those who know and 
those ‘who only feel, are more profoundly de- 
pressed now than at any time since the last gun 
was fired in Europe.” 

“They feel World War III already is in sight,” 
continues Morin. “They feel it may not come 
this year or next year, but there is little doubt any 
longer among people in Paris that it will come. 


There no longer is any doubt here’ about the 


totally irreconcilable policies of Russia and the 
bloc of Slavic nations which stand .with her on 
the one hand and those‘of the West on the other.” 

Now of course Morin isn’t predicting war. 
He is just doing a job of objective reporting 
about what-Paris feels. He leaves it to us to fit 
this information in with our own observations. 
For if we are awake these parlous days (and 
Heaven help us if we are not) we will have 
been studying this crisis which presents the 
greatest problem with which the world is faced. 

Are we headed for war? Does the fact that 
the policies of Russia on the one hand and the 
Western Allies on the other are indeed irrecon- 
cilable mean that the issue must be settled on 
the battlefield? 

Let’s deal with this bluntly. As I see it, the 
answer depends on whether Russia has about 
reached the limit of her ambitions in the way 
of expanding her zones of influence, or Whether 
she intends to keep on going.

Stalin is reported to have said recently that it 
didn’t have much more to ask for—then it strikes 
me that war is not inevitable. 

But if the Soviet has any notion of trying to 
intrude on the prerogatives of the Western na- 
tions, or of thrusting unwanted Communism onto 
them, then war certainly is inevitable. 


From the Western viewpoint Russia thus far 
hasn’t shown much of the spirit of Sir Walter 
Raleigh in spreading its cloak to save my lady 
Peace from @#muddying her feet. Probably Mos- 
cow feels the same about the West. 


However that may be, postwar history clearly 
records that the Soviet Union has been absolutely 
inflexible in its drive to enlarge and Sovietize 
its zene of influence. The program has been car- 
ried out by unilateral action. In this way Mos- 
cow has extended. its domination westward into 
Central Europe. 

This expansion now has arrived at a particu- 
larly explosive stage. Russia is aiming at con- 
trol of the Dardanelles Straits—strategically one 
of the most important waterways in the world. 
It is of vital interest not only to Turkey, but to 
Britain, America and other Western countries. 
Moscow also is trying to oust John Bull from 
guardianship of Greece. 

Obviously this is a dangerous moment. It’s 
one of those times when smart folks tread lightly. 

I don’t believe-Russia or any other nation 
wants war—in.any event not at this juncture. 

So the danger doesn’t lie in anybody’s desire 
for further conflict. It rests in rash gambling 
to achieve ®ver-ambitious effects.

The Next Pearl Harbor?

House Military Affairs Committee members 
touring the Northwestern Pacific warn of “immi- 
nent danger of another Pearl Harbor.” 

They also express concern about Russia’s in- 
tentionss and say American Pacific garrisons are 
inadequate to defend themselves. 

This story comes now from Tokyo, where 
earlier this week an Associated Press dispatch 
said American occupation troops “may remain 
indefinitely in Japan to hold what is regarded 
here as the Eastern anchor of a world-wide 
American line against the Soviet Union and 
Communism,” . 

How. much do we know about the military 
and strategic position of these two great powers 
in the Northwestern Pacific? 

The map shows us that the U. S. commands 
Alaska, the Aleutian chain, Southern Korea, has 
a small Marine force in North China, and has 
left-over war bases south of Japan at such spots 
as Gugm, Saipan, Okinawa and the Philippines. 

Rugsia has. Komandorskie Island west of the 


Aleutians, the Kamchatka Peninsula, the newly- 


occumed Kurile chain north of Japan, the par- 
tiallyjicebound ports of Eastern Siberia, Northern 
Korea and Dairen and Port-Arthur in Manchuria. 


ThaAU. S. Pacific Fleet far outweighs the neg- 


ligible Seviet naval forces in the Far East, which 
up to the\end of the war’ consisted largely of a 
few submarines, although construction facilities 
for bigger Ships had been developed at Kon- 
somolsk in the Maritime provinces. 


On the other hand, Soviet land power in Sibe- 


ria equally outweighs the: reduced American 
ground force in the Western Pacific. The House 
committee members note that the Soviet garrison 
in Northern Korea is many times the size of the 
American force in Southern Korea. 


They also recall the mystery of what Russia 
has done with perhaps 750,000 Japanese troops 
captured in Manchuria: last year. Would these 
troops fight for Russia some time? 


Biggest questions hover in the air.’ The Rus- 
Sians developed parachute troops before the Euro- 
pean war, but beyond the Stormovik fighter and 
American lend-lease planes, Russia’s air potential 
is largely unknown. 

On the other hand, American potential in the 
air is well known. The well-tried B-29 already 
is obsolescent, as the B-36 promises much longer 
range. Drone planes are an accomplished fact. 
An experimental Honolulu-Cairo flight over the 
North Pole is about to take place, and extensive 
American and Canadian maneuvers fh the Arctic 
are going forward. 


Still in the realm of airpower is the question 
of guided missiles or long-range rockets, on which 
both sides are working. Improvements over Ger- 
man V-2 stratosphere rockets are being worked 
out both in New Mexico and over the Baltic Sea. 

Add to the guided missile the known potential 
of the atomic bomb and what has been told us of 
bacteriological warfare. We.are said to be far 
ahead on the first weapon and presumably are 
so in respect to the latter. 

It is from this situation that another

Round the Clock Against Crippler 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL. 


In Grady Hospital’s segregated unit for treatment of poliomyelitis, 
established exacily one year ago, a perpetual 24-hour-a-day war now is be- 
ing waged against the most crippling of diseases. 


And there will be no armistice in this very real war until everything 
humanly and scientifically possible has been done to restore to the last 
patient there the vital use of his limbs. 

Grady’s polio ward is the only place in Atlanta where acute cases of 
polio can be hospitalized, and it is one of only three in the State of Georgia. 
As a consequence patients from all over the State who have been stricken 
by the disease are brought to Grady Hospital to- make their fight against 
the disease’s ravages. 

Doctors, nurses and physiotherapists, highly trained and skilled, work 
night and day to break their patients’ fever, strengthen their listless muscles 
and set them on the road to recovery. 

At present the unit is filled to capacity. Latest reports show that a 
total of 45 patients are bedded in the bright and airy rooms of the polio ward.

Shall We 
Start Shooting? 


ee In Russia, with a controlled press, the people 
A regard their country as completely blameless and 
-: AR. altruistic in the power struggle and disputes at 

the Paris peace conference. 

In this country Americans feel this country ’is not seeking 
power for itself, but rather seeks to prevent Russia from becoming 
stronger at the expense of weaker nations. 

It is difficult to discuss the Soviet Union calmly because almost 
everyone has a fixed opinion about it which cannot be altered. 

There are those who say that now is the time to go to war with 
Russia—to attack her while we have the atom bomb and are in a 


better state of preparation than ever before. 

War These—for the most part—are the professionals . . . and 
_ a further division will show that the greatest number of 

them is composed of those in retirement or near retirement. Over 

the third highball they talk a good, fast war with Russia. They 

are the same type who, before 1941, could whip Japan in six weeks. 

There are the starry-eyed idealists who regard the Russian 
experiment in mass government as utopian, ignoring entirely its 
ruthless totalitarian nature. As far as they are concerned Russia 
can do no wrong. 

There are others who go about in a daily tizzy, seeing Com- 
munism in every editorial suggesting that hungry“ children ought 
to be fed; seeing “Reds” in every pulpit which suggests that great 
wealth brings not merely great privileges but also tremendous re- 
sponsibilities, looking under the bed each night for Communists. 

Dr. Louie D. Newton, President of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention and an Atlanta pastor, returns from Russia as one of an 
American relief committee to get his ears boxed by numerous 
critics who haven’t been to Russia but who insist they know a 
great deal more about what he was allowed to do and see than he. 


As a matter of fact, it is entirely reasonable to 
Free To See assume that Dr. Newton was allowed perfect 
freedom and that he saw all he wanted to see. He did not see 
the atomic bomb experiments, and he cannot see them in his own 
country. He did not see the military installations or experiments 
with secret weapons, as he may not see them in any other country, 
including his own, He did not see concentration camps, as he 
may not visit them in Cyprus or Palestine or Spain. 

Once Russia permits a visitor into the country she has shown 
him what she most does not want the world to see; namely, her 
very low standard of living, her lack of consumer goods and the 
tardiness in production of these goods and the more durable articles, 
especially those of heavy industry. It is this which Russia likes 
least of all for the world to see and know. And they most certainly 
do not intend for their own people to know or see it. 

What Dr. Newton did report is what every other honest visitor 
must report; namely, a vast general enthusiasm for their country, 
great progress in the field of health, hospitals, schools, education 
and a willingness to sacrifice personal needs for the national good. 
That it is not unanimous goes without saying. But it is the posi- 
tion of the majority. 


Struggle The world is undergoing a tremendous struggle. The 

London Daily Worker was quite correct when it said 
the United States was throwing its weight in Europe behind the 
capitalistic, or democratic system, the Communists using the words 
synonymously in this case. We are doing just that. We want to 
stop the spread of political Communism in Europe, certainly until 
the small countries have a chance to get on their feet and make 
up their minds. We are doing it somewhat in embarrassment in 
Greece, but we have no other choice. 

Dr. Newton said something which seems to infuriate many 
Americans who think we may “give” the democratic ideal to other 
countries as we give a pill. “If America worked as hard at democ- 
racy as the Russians do at Communism democracy would sweep 
the world,” said Dr. Newton, looking back on his brief trip. 

The facts are too many Americans regard democracy only as 
something from which they may profit personally. This is the 
one great termite in the hickory wood walls of democracy’s house. 

“Everybody ’at talks about Heaven, ain’t going there,” runs 
an old song. 

And everybody that praises the democratic ideal “ain't” prac- 


ticing it, despite the loud lip service given it. 

Trouble The Soviet system isn’t working too well. There are 
internal troubles. There will be more when a sick 

Joseph Stalin dies. Its bureaucracy is inefficient. 

The Russians can’t go to war now. They will carry on their 
war of nerves. They may even withdraw from the United Nations, 
which would be in itself a calamitous event. But the Soviet gov- 
ernment will not support any clique of generals wanting war. 

So, Americans may think about it. Not for some time. 

Do we want to make our own system, the very best one ever 
devised for creating and building a nation, work at its best and 
try to win the global war by deeds in the field of international 
politics, backed by real strength and an honest, open-handed atti- 
tude in world affairs? 

Or do we really want to go to shooting now?

’ The book manufacturers and 
book publishers are seriously con- 
cerned over the new wage scale 
/proposed by Typographical Union 
'No. 16 in Chicago which they be 
lieve if accepted will become the 
basis for similar demands through- 
out the entire fields. 

Judge J. Raymond Tiffany, of 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute, 
discussed the matter with com- 
plete frankness with me, pointing 
out that book manufacturing costs 
had increased about 48 percent be- 
tween 1941 and April of this year, 
not counting the new proposals. 


As a member of the Newspaper 
Guild, I hardly need to point out 
that I am prolabor and I am not 
in a position to weigh the relative 
merits of the proposed increases 


in the face of rising living costs. | 


On the other hand, it is not hard 
to see what the new scale is going 
to do to the prices of new books. 

According to Judge Tiffany, the 
manufacturing cost per copy of a 
$3 book of approximately 350 
pages with a 5,000 printing and 
binding order is currently 70 cents. 
This is the price the publisher 
pays the book manufacturer and 
does not include his overhead, his 
advertising, or his royalty to the 
author. Under the increased scale, 
the additional gost of composition 
and plates wo run the price per 
copy for the ¥same quantity to 
$1.10—or an increase of 57 per- 
cent.

Riding on the crest of the 
greatest business in its history, 
with receipts running over a bil- 
lion dollars for the first six 
months of this year, the motion 
picture industry is now con- 
fronted with a problem which 
may throttle its advancement 
and bring on the downfall of 
many of the independent and 
small operations. 

This problem has been created 
by the new antitrust opinion, 
which forbids a major film pro- 
ducer to enter into any con- 
tracts with theater owners, for- 
bids him to sell more than one 
picture at a time and forces all 
theater owners to submit bids 
on each and every picture sep- 
arately and for each theater 
individually. 

Unless the theater owners ad- 
here to democratic principles of 
a policy of “live and let live” 
the industry will slump into a 
“dog eat dog” practice, with no 
one but the producer profiting 
in the long run. 

For instance, if such a picture 
as “‘Duel in the Sun” is submit- 
ted for open bidding and two 
theaters in, say, Valdosta are 
owned by different parties and 
both parties want the film to 
show first run, these parties will 
enter their bids, each going to 
full extent of his means, and 
probably beyond his means, to 
outbid the other theater owner. 
If this happens, David O. Selz- 
nick, the producer of the film, 
will just sit on the sidelines 
and watch with eager eye, be- 
cause only Mr. S, will gather 
the spoils of such a cat fight. 


Hits Small Man 


The ruling was asked for by 
the small theater owner, who 
felt he had been trampled by 
the chain theater operator and 
the large producers, who he 
charged “conspired to keep the 
better pictures from him.” But, 
as it is plain to see, the small 
theater owner is going to catch 
it on the chin again—only hard- 
er this time. He can’t afford to 
bid against the chain exhibitor 
because in most instances his 
cost of operation and his seating 
capacity limit his financial 
strength. The chain operator, 
likewise, will not profit by the 
ruling, because the independent 
theater owners will force him to 
bid higher than he ever had 
dreams of. 

There’s another hitch in .this 
new plan, too. 

The producers no longer will 


‘ have to produce the “program 


pictures’’—the westerns, the 
cheap melodramas, the horror 
films and the other cheap budget 
films which he sold in a “pack- 
age’ with the big pictures. He 
will resort to making only the 
high budget pictures—and few- 
ersof them than ever before. 


Where will this leave the 
neighborhood theater operator, 
who requires about five pictures 
a week? 

He will have to run one pic- 
ture for an entire week, at a 
greatly advanced rental. With 
this to confront him, the neigh- 
borhood exhibitors, who for so 
long has existed almost entire- 
ly on the revenue from his pop- 
corn machine, will go on the 
rocks. 


Admission prices will sky- 
rocket to meet the advance tar- 
iff the theater owner will have 
to pay the. producer. 

The Hollywood producer who 
gets the lion’s share of the the- 
atrical gravy now will drain all 
the coin from the cities through- 
out the country into the compact 
little film capital which already 
has more dollars per square 
mile than any other piece of 
real estate in the country.

HERE are two worlds.. One 

world is inhabited by some 2,000,- 

000,000 people whose principal 
concerns right now are making a 
living and worrying about atomic 
fission. Then there is the world of 
Ganna Walska. 

This frustrated opera singer re- 
cently divorced her sixth husband, 
Dr. Theos Bernard, a yoga follower. 

The world of Ganna Walska is 
bounded.on the east by the’ mystic 
rites of the Himalayas, on the west 
by a Shangri-La transplanted to Cali- 
fornia and on the north and south 
by the grand opera houses where her 
unreliable vocal cords failed to bring 
acclaim she so persistently sought. 

Once Ganna wanted to drop an 
n from her name, because she 
thought two ns were giving her the 
wrong vibrations. Perhaps she should 
have done it. Gana would have 
sounded natural enough in a world 
where the common language is full 
of words like yoga, lama and diva. 

This world is peopled by such 
exotic personalities as Oom the Omni- 
potent. In this world you can also 
find the reincarnation of the Guru 
Rimpoche, an Indian scholar revered 
as a god, and the reincarnation of 
the mistress of Napoleon III. 

In Ganna’s world six husbands 
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are staked out like milestones along 
the gold-cobbled road she followed 
in a futile search for a grand opera 
career. Her ‘quest, which has been 
going on for more than a quarter 
century, is potentially a legend, like 
Jason after the Golden Fleece. 

Five of these husbands had sev- 
eral things in common. They were 
all older than Ganna, they were rich 
(two were fabulously wealthy) and 
while they showered her with cash, 
bonds and jewels, they couldn't do 
anything about her vocal cords. 

Dr. Bernard was different... He 
was younger. Furthermore, while 
he claims to be the only white Lama, 
an intimate of the secrets of Yoga, 
and to have been hailed by Tibetan 
monks as the Guru Rimpoche come 
back to earth, he said he wasn’t able 
to support himself. 

That’s what caused the latest trou- 
ble in the Walska world. 

Back in 1942 Mme. Walska, 53, 
met Dr. Bernard, 36, a nephew of 
Dr. Pierre Bernard, the yoga cult 
leader known as Oom the Omnipo- 


tent, at a little session of the New 
York chapter of Lamaism, which is 
the state religion of Tibet. He lec- 
tured, demonstrated the yoga exer- 
cises, and she became convinced that 
“Truth of the Divine Laws, old as the 
worlds, had crossed the Himalayas.” 
Perhaps she thought yoga would help 
her larynx. So they were married. 

After an interval, the romantic 
looking Bernard sued for separate 
maintenance, which is a polite way 
of saying he wanted alimony. Mme. 
Walska filed a cros’-complaint, and 
then won a surprise divorce in Santa 
Barbara, after agreeing to pay his 
$5,000 attorney fees, and give him 
$1,500 for alimony. 

She charged that Bernard per- 
suaded her to buy “Tibetland,” a 38- 
acre estate in California valued at 
$1,000,000. 

Dr. Bernard’s original idea in buy- 
ing “Tibetland” was to furnish a re- 
treat for Tibetan monks who pres- 
ently would come to California as 
missionaries of Lamaism. When the 
monks failed to appear, Dr. Bernard 
explained it was because they couldn’t 
stand low altitudes. . 

So she bought another place, this 
time up in the mountains. 

Still no Tibetan monks or lamas 
arrived. Only local Yogis showed up. 

The early history of the Walska 
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world, like that of most 
hazy. The’ vivacious, 
daughter of a Polish peasant, she 
first sang in obscure cabarets. Lit- 
tle is known of her until she married 
the Polish Baron Arcadie d@’Eignorn. 

Her second husband was the 
wealthy American neurologist, Dr. 
Joseph Fraenkel, and her third, car- 
pet king Alexander Smith Cochran. 

Next came Harold F. McCormick, 
International Harvester heir and 
angel of the Chicago opera. Fifth 
was Harry Grindell-Matthews, the 
noted British scientist, perhaps the 
world’s foremost authority on sound. 

During this stage of her career, 
from husbands number two through 
five, her operatic adventures were 
repeatedly disappointing. 

There was a demonstration in Ha- 
vana when she attempted the lead- 
ing role in “Thais.” She mistook 
whistles, the Cuban equivalent of 
the Bronx cheer, for approval of her 
performance, and was perhaps saved 
from further indignation only by a 
quickly dropped curtain.. 

Once in Paris she rented a the- 
atre and gave away free tickets, but 
not even the thrifty French would 
listen. Even in McCormick’s opera 
house her performance of “Zaza” 
was cancelled after a rehearsal which 
ended with Maestro Gino Marinuzzi, 
the director, leaping from the podium 
into the bull fiddle in the pit.

appeared beside her desk on the second floor of 
Boston’s Deaconess Hospital. 

His right hand was thrust deep into the pocket 
of the leather jacket, as if holding a gun, and he 
gestured menacingly. He seemed to be trying to 
control some shattering tension. “Give me your 
keys,” he repeated, “or I'll kill you.” 

He held out his left hand which was covered 
with a surgeon's rubber glove. The nurse thought 
rapidly. The corridor was desertéd at that hour 
of the night. There was no help near. She 
handed him her Keys. “Be quiet,” she said. “You'll 
wake my patiénts.” 

The youth swiftly opened the medicine cabinet. 


The gloved hand pushed aside vials containing 
morphine and other powerful opiates to close 
eagerly about two containers of sleeping tablets— 


nembutal and allonal. Holding them close, he 
whirled and disappeared down the hallway. 

The nurse seized the phone. “Call the police,” 
she said. ‘“There’s been a robbery.” 

Thus, police recently recorded one of the first 
instances of a sleeping tablet addict committing 
a robbery to obtain supplies of the drug. The 
incident emphasizes again the need for control 
of the distribution and use of the various members 
of the barbiturate drug family—a two-fold bless- 
ing and curse contrived by science. 

In this case, Captain, Francis W. Russell of 
the Boston police took over the investigation. He 
decided swiftly that a former employe was re- 
sponsible. A list compiled for him was narrowed 
to Norman A. Lessard, 22, of Vancouver St., Rox- 
bury, who had been an orderly at the hospital for 
a time in 1942. 

A squad headed by Sergeant Michael Byrnes 
raced to the address. They found the youth 
stretched, fully clothed, on the bed. He was deep 
in the sleep induced by the hypnotic. On a table 
were the two stolen containers, one open. Search- 
ing him, they found ten sleeping tablets secreted 
in the cuffs of his sweater. 

After several hours of treatment, Lessard told 
a story that was a powerful indictment of the 
innocent appearing and widely-used barbiturates 
which are killing a growing number of persons 
daily in this country. How many thousands they 
have enslaved can hardly be estimated. 

As they listened, worried police gained new 
insight into the problem of “goof balls’’—the 
phrase applied by some young addicts to the 
barbiturates which they mix with drinks, not for 
a quieting but a stimulating effect, which usually 
ends in a coma. 

“I was just a kid when I read about Aimee 
Semple McPherson’s death from an overdose of 
sleeping powders,” young Lessard said, “I thought 
maybe I could die that way too.” 

He long had had a skin condition, the youth 
explained, and had just been rejected by Navy 
doctors because of it. ‘The trouble failed to 
clear up and he began to grow morose, hating 
the world. 

“T couldn’t sleep and I was nervous,é Lessard 
went on. “I bought some of those sleeping pills 
I had heard about.” 

He began using the tablets regularly and 
apparently was under their influence when he 
went to Newport one day to observe an exhibi- 
tion of firearms. 

“I don’t know what happened there,” Lessard 
said, “but I was sent to Federal prison in Ohio

for two years for the destruction of a machine 
gun. When I got home, people shunned me and 
I started purchasing these pills in heavier quan- 
tities in Newport and other places. I was taking 
phenobarbital.” 

Lessard related that he left home and obtained 
a job in a Boston hospital (where he would be 
near supplies of the drugs). He fell in with a 
group of youths who used the tablets regularly.

in this hospital I was picked up un- 
conscious in the lobby from an over- 
dose,” Lessard said. “They figured 
I'd been ‘clipping’ .this stuff from 
patients and they suspended me.” 
During the suspension, he worked 
at the Deaconess Hospital. Learning 
the location of the drugs there paved 
the way for the robbery. Later, he 
returned to his former job. 


On the night of the holdup, Les- 
sard found himself in the position 
dreaded by all drug addicts — he was 
out of the “stuff” and unable jmme- 
diately to replenish his supply. 

“I went to a doctor on Hunting- 
ton Ave. and asked him for some 
barbital pills, but he just laughed at 
me,” Lessatd said. “He offered me 
vitamins instead, and I refused them. 

“Il looked up the fellows I'd been 
going around with, but they stalled 
when I demanded more pills. I said, 
‘T’ll get them anyway.’ That’s when 
I pulled the stickup.” 

Lessard told how he rushed back 
to his room with the stolen sleeping 
tablets. He put ten of the pills into 
the cuff of his sweater “so if I got 
pinched I would end it all.” 


He took five tablets and went to 
sleep. He was still deep in this slum.- 
ber when the police aroused him. 

Subsequently, Lessard was exam- 
“med at the Boston Psychopathic Hos- 
pital, declared insane and committed 
to Medfield State Hospital. 

At about the same time three 
Army surgeons, in an article in the 
A. M. A. Journal, were warning 
against the lethal qualities of a new 

seasickness drug now known as “Motion Sickness 
Preventive, Army Development Type,” but which 
will soon be available to the public for air, train, 
sea and car sickness. 

The doctors said several prisoners on a ship 
returning srom England had dosed themselves 
with it for the “intoxicating” effect, and one 
had died. Six tablets will produce the equivalent 
of drunkenness. 

Dr. Timothy Leary, for 30 years medical ex- 
aminer of Suffolk County, denounced the unsu- 
pervised distribution and general misuse of bar- 
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biturates after studying young Lessard’s case. 

“These sleeping tablets definitely are habit- 
forming,” he said. “Users can become addicted to 
them the same as to morphine and opium if they 
constantly use larger quantities. 

“The use of these barbiturate pills usually be. 
gins with sleeplessness,” Dr, Leary explained fur- 
ther. “They work well for a time. ‘Then you 
increase the dosage, taking more and more until 
you are physically and emotionally § disturbed. 
Finally, you arrive at the point where you are 
so depressed that you take an overdose— you do 
not care whether you live or die.” 

Like many states, Dr. Leary said, Massachu- 
setts has no law governing sleeping tablet sales. 

“They are widely used by people who are un- 
aware that they are becoming drug addicts,” he 
continued. “Packages of these pills or capsules 
should be marked ‘habit-forming’ and sold only 
on a doctor's prescription not to be refilled except 
in certain cases where there jis need.” es 

Dr. Leary’s views are’ corroborated by many 
other leading physicians, particularly those of 
California, where the nervous strain of movie 
work has turned numerous unwary persons to 
use of the barbiturates. 


EVERAL tragedies there, such as the recent 

death of Lupe Velez from an overdose, have 
served to marshal-medical opinion against the 
indiscriminate sale of the drugs. 

Speaking of them, Dr. Joseph Zeiler, eminent 
urologist and member of the California State 
Board of Medical Examiners, said: 

‘Barbiturates in any form, over a period of 
time, are habit-forming. 

“I believe that control of the use of these 
drugs must be taken at the source of sale, and

this would be controlled only by inventory. 

“In my experience, barbiturates cause an in- 
hibition, not only of the mental faculties but also 
of the secretory function of the body, and I have 
found that many cases of kidney damage result 
from the use of barbiturates.” 


GREEMENT with Dr. Zeiler was voiced by Dr. 

Clinton H. Thienes, professor of pharmacology 
at the University of Southern California, who said: 

“These drugs (barbiturates) are definitely habit- 
forming, and the habit is very difficult to break.” 

“The continued use of these drugs tends to 
produce accumulative factors with an undesired 
depression of the brain so that toxic nerves and 
psychotic states frequently develop. 

“Individuals in ‘these states behave in an un- 
usual and often dangerous and harmful manner, 
either to themselves or others. There is a tend- 
ency for these individuals to take larger and 
larger doses, after their judgment has been dis- 
rupted by previous doses. 

“In order to restrict these abuses, I would urge 
that barbituric acid derivatives be sold only on 
written prescription and that telephone orders be 
made illegal. I would suggest further that retail 
drug stores keep inventory of stocks and records 
of all prescriptions.” 

Dr. Francis M. Pottenger, head of the Pot- 
tenger Sanitarium at Monrovia, Calif., was brief 
but forceful on the subject. He said: 

“My feeling about these barbiturates is this: 
I think there is just as great abuse, if not greater, 
than the narcotic abuse ever was.” 

Dr. Lloyd Taintor, head of the West Holly- 
wood Emergency Hagspital, Hollywood, Calif., per- 
sonally has saved the lives of several barbiturate 
victims, some from the film colony. Of the drugs, 
he said: “They are directly responsible for incal- 
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culable human misery 
and tragedy due to 
the positive habitua- 
tion and subsequent 
psychopathic tenden- 
cies in the patient.” 

Hope for the pre- 
vention of death from 
an overdose of barbiturate drugs may lie in an an- 
nouncement from Chicago, which reveals that 13 
out of 14 drug victims were saved recently, fol- 
lowing large injections of amphetamine (benze- 
drine) sulphate. Doctors A. W. Freireich and J. W. 
Landsberg, who carried out the trial, believe that 
a heavier dose of the counter-drug would have 
prevented the single death. 

Dr. Andre Rouseyrol, superintendent of French 
Hospital, Los Angeles, and senior member of the

biturate Sleeping Pills — a 
Curse as Well as a Blessing —

California State Board of Pharmacy, also called 
for restrictive measures when interviewed. 

“The barbiturates create dependency (addic- 
tion) with continuous use,” he said. “They are 
directly responsible for untold domestic tragedies 
due to psychopathic development in victims. They 
must be put under strict control.” 

Such control, ‘many believe, can best be effected 
by an amendment to the Federal Narcotics Laws. 

Legislators were still studying Lessard’s act 
when a similar incident occurred in Yonkers, N. Y., 
where a man broke into a drugstore at 3:45 a. m. 

He battered down the panels of a door, awak- 
ening an upstairs tenant who called police. By

The measure is now 
before the House Ways and Means Committee. 


the time two radio patrolmen arrived, the man 
had taken two one-ounce bottles of sleeping tab- 
lets from a store cabinet, mixed them with water 
and drunk the powerful potion. 

He was charged with burglary and taken toa 
hospital for treatment. 

Both acts provide fresh ammunition for Rep. 
Edith Nourse Rogers (R. Mass) who has intro- 
duced legislation in Washington to curb the sale 
of barbiturates. 

Through her bill, sale of the habit-forming 
drugs would be placed under Federal restrictions 
as are morphine, opium and cocaine. 

“These pills enslave countless thousands of 
persons in almost hopeless addiction,” Mrs. Rogers 
told Congress. “They are turning many young- 
sters into criminals.” 

Similarly, New York assemblymen are being 
asked to take action by State Senator Thomas C. 
Desmond, of Newburgh, who is backing a bill to 
check public misuse of barbiturates and to elimi- 
nate a black market in the drugs,

HE greatest story of heroic sacrifice based 
on simple faith to come-out ot the war 
was the epic ‘of the transport Dorchester. 

Hit by a German torpedo, the ship was 
doomed. Four men stood by to aid and en- 
courage the personnel. They were the chap 
lains. When lifebelts gave out they slipped 
theirs off, and gave them to enlisted men. 
Then, kneeling in prayer on the slanting deck, 
they went down with the ship. 

The story was told the world over. Their 
courage inspired numerous tributes in verse 
and paintings. 

But the real story of their preparation 
for the supreme moment when they were to 
heed the summons to sacrifice above and be- 
yond the call of duty never has been told. 

Here it is:

HE night was cold and black, and the ears of 

the men were still ringing from the sudden 

explosion of the torpedo. Men and officers 
of the army and merchant marine milled around 
the slanting deck of the S.S, Dorchester, terrified 
and confused. 

Then the chaplains took over. ‘There were 
four of them, a rabbi, two parsons, and a priest 
Alex Goode, George L. Fox, Clark V. Poling, John 
P. Washington—all first lieutenants, all hearty, 
Jaughing men, all prepared, through lives of self- 
sacrifice and devotion, for this moment. They 
handed out lifebelts, to keep the bodies of thei 
men afloat, and words of comfort, to keep up 
their courage. 

When the lifebelts ran out, they gave away 
their own. Then the ship went down. 

They were last seen kneeling on the slanting 
deck, four men of God who died as they lived. 
They were praying, in three languages, English, 
Hebrew and Latin but each to the same God. 


OUR FATHER WHO ART IN HEAVEN 
A wounded officer cried out on a gassed battle 
field during the first world war. A 17-year-old 
first aid man (he’d misrepresented his age to get 
in) heard the cry, and started out. He had no gas 
mask, but he had a duty to perform. 

Private First Class George L. Fox carried the 
wounded man to safety. For that he won the 
Silver Star, but that was not his last exploit. 
Months later he remained on the job, setting up 
a hospital, under an artillery barrage. A _ shell 
landed almost on top of him, fractured his spine 
and buried him in the wreckage. He was un 
conscious for five days. 

For that, Marshal Foch pinned the Croix de 
Guerre on his tunic. 

The years passed. George Fox became a 
successful public accountant, but figures were not 
in his line. His job was people, helping them 
Sharing his energies and his happiness and his 
religion with them. Married, the father of a son, 
he suddenly chucked his career and went back to 
school. In 1934 he was graduated from Boston 
University School of Theology

cheerful. He sought out the small « 
places where he could get next to his 
and call them by.their first names. Pay was low, 
and sometimes his two children didn’t get enough 
to eat. He never complained. 

When the going was toughest, George Fox, 
man of God, smiled a little broader. When othe! 
people were frightened, George Fox grinned. “He 
doesn’t know unhappiness and fear,” one of his 
flock, a gnarled old Vermonter, said once. “He 
doesn’t have anything to be unhappy about, and 
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thing is that I was never conscious just how

he doesn’t have anything to be afraid of-—he’s 
(God's friend.” 

Then war came again. He'd been through one, 
with the Second Marine Division. He'd spent ten 
penurious years, bringing his friendly God to 
small communities in Vermont and New Hamp- 
Shire, where life was hardest, and where he was 
needed most. You'd think George Fox would 
have had enough. 

“I know from experjence what the boys are 
about to face,” he told his wife. 

Chaplain Fox left his little Methodist church 
in quiet Gilman, Vermont, and went to war. 
Before he got to the battlefield, an enemy torpedo 
struck the vessel he was on, and he ended his 
life as he had lived, putting everyone and every- 
thing before himself. Maybe some people might 
wonder why -well, his daughter could answer 
them, in words from her father’s last letter, 
received after the ship went down. 

“I want you to know,” he wrote, “how proud 
I am of you that your marks im school are so 
high, but always remember that kindness and 
charity and courtesy are much more important.”

about anything any boy could want. At Eastern 
High School, in Washington, D.'C., Alex led his 
class in scholarship, had a trunk full of medals for 
his exploits in track, tennis and swimming, was the 
idol of the girls for his clear, reasonant voice and 
his dramatic ability, and was the idol of the boys 
because, well, because Alex Goode was a good guy. 

He had something even more than all these. 
Alex Goode was a thoughtful boy, too. He realized 
how much he owed his country, a land in which 
he, the son of a Rabbi, could demonstrate his 
leadership not only among Jews, but among 
Protestants and Catholics, too. He loved his God, 
he loved his country, and he loved democracy. 

When Alex was in high school, a grateful 
zovernment, conscious of the many boys who had 
given their lives in the first World War, brought 
the Unknown Soldier home to rest in Arlington 
Cemetery. 

Alex went to Arlington for the ceremonies. 
He could have ridden—there are various ways to 
travel the 15-odd miles between Washington and 
Arlington. 

Alex figured he owed a little bit more to the 
Unknown Soldier than to ride to his grave. All 
alone, he walked out to Arlington, and he walked 
back, too. As soon as he was old enough, he 
joined the National Guard. 


LEX GOODE became Rabbi Alexander I. 

Goode, following in his father’s footsteps. He 
deveted his life to God, and to his fellow men. 
Even while training for his calling, however, he 
kept up his membership in the Guard. Alex 
Goode prepared to worship his God and to fight 
for his country at the same time. 

“He could never be idle,’ said the woman who 
had loved him since they were both 16-year-old 
high school students, who became his wife, and 
who bore him four children. “He was so grateful, 
so humble, because he was an American and a 
Rabbi, that he sought out tasks for himself. 
While he was in college, he spent his summers 
doing social service work, helping others. After 
he got his synagogue, he felt that he was still not 
worthy. He started work on his doctor’s degree, 
driving to Johns Hopkins University, 45 miles 
away, for three years until he got it.” 

Even then he couldn’t rest. After ministering 
to the members of his synagogue, taking part in 
all the community and youth activities in York, 
Pennsylvania, he still felt he could do more. So 
he wrote a book, trying to put on paper an 
expression of his deep debt to his God and his 
country. 

He called it, simply, “Religion and Democracy.” 

One day in February, 1943, Mrs. Goode received

a cablegram from her husband, on board the 
doomed Dorchester. The cramped life of the 
troopship, the continual cold of the North Ailantic, 
the seasickness, all meant to him only the oppor- 
tunity to share his faith and his smile with his 
men. “Having great experience,” his cable said. 

A few days later, he took off his lifebelt, gave 
it to a soldier, and, kneeling, went down with the 
Ship. :

Johnny Washington was a sandy-haired, well-built, 
cheerful boy.

newspaper route. Those papers had been carried 
while other kids were playing ball, or going to 
the movies. Every week he'd bring the money 
home, and give it to his mother. Not once did he 
complain, net once did he ask for a nickel, or even 
a penny. It was one of his duties to carry papers 
a bring home some money to help the house. 
old. 

Happy Johnny Washington was at his happiest 
when he was performing a duty. 

Just when Johnny decided to become a priest 
no one in his family remembers exactly. His 
mother, and his father,.and his six little brothers 
and sisters just took it for granted that he was 
going into the Church. Even when Johnny was 
a leader of the South 12th street boys in Newark, 
a position which required not only moral leader- 
ship, but a skinned knuckle from time to time, 
too, he was going to be a priest. 

School led into college, and, college into the 
Seminary. During summers, of course, he worked. 
After school he worked. 

Johnny Washington made himself a priest —he 
financed himself, and helped the family along at 
the same time. 

“We never thought of Johnny as a hard 
worker, as a drudge, or as any of those unpleasant 
things,” said his little sister, Anna, now Mrs. Anna 
B. Schwoebel, of Newark. “To us, then, he was 
just a lovable person with an infectious laugh and 
a love for music. He got things done, but he got 
them done without our knowing how he did it. 

“I suppose I must have known, all my life, that 
my brother was the backbone of my family, sturdy 
and reliable. But I just can’t help but remember 
him as a laughing boy.” 

Father Washington became the assistant pastor 
of St. Stephen’s Church in Arlington, N. J. He 
took his job seriously. He paid the visits to the 
sick, he administered the last rites. He looked 
after the boys of the parish, organizing baseball 
and basketball teams. He was the big brother of 
the whole parish. 

You couldn’t keep him from chuckling, though, 
in spite of all his work, and you couldn’t keep his 
people, young and old, from loving him. 

“He was my right-hand man,” said Father 
George N. Murphy, pastor of St. Stephen's. “Funny 


much hé@ was doing. He was chuckling so hard 
all the time that I never realized how truly 
powerful his work in the parish was.” 

The war came along and Father Johnny's 
boys went into the army, to fight, to kill, and to 
be killed. He didn’t spend much time making 
up his mind. He went with them. 

A civilian passenger walked up the sloping 
deck that night in February after the torpedo 
hit home, and saw Chaplain Washington stand 
ing there, helping the men, encouraging them, 
assuaging their fears. When most had gone 
over the side, the passenger walked over to 
the priest. 

“Let’s go, Chaplain,” he said. 
hit the briny.” 

“Oh, no,” chuckled the chaplain. 
still a lot of men who can’t get away. 
with them.” 

“But...” the passenger didn't get very far. 

“It’s my duty,” the chaplain said. “They 
need me. Its my duty.” 

The passenger left him 
there, comforting — the 
last men on board, still 
laughing. After all, he 
had plenty to laugh 
about. Death may have 
been all around him, but 
death brought Chaplain 
Johnny Washington only closer to his friend, God. 
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HALLOWED BE THY NAME...The father of 
Clark V. Poling was sitting in his study one night, 
thinking about next Sunday’s sermon. Suddenly 
from the next raom came a sound like an express 
train going through. ‘The father, Dr. Daniel A. 
Poling, rushed out to see what was going: on. 

There on the floor were Clark and his older 
brother Dan, beating each other with clenched 
fists. Dr. Poling pulled them apart, then asked 
what was the matter. 

“Oh,” said Dan, “he was giving me a lot of guff 
about peace and brotherhood. I said it was all 
bunk, and he slugged me.” 

That was Clark Poling. ‘Peace and Brother- 
hood were two living, tangible things to him. You 
either believed in them or you'd get a poke. 

Clark Poling was the eighth of an unbroken 
line of father-son ministers of the gospel. ‘His 
father was a Baptist, his brother a Presbyterian, 
and he became a pastor of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. He was probably one of the toughest 
little ministers that ever lived. ,; 

He was thrown out of Hope College—he didn, 
agree with the censorship of the school paper, 
which he was ecitor. : 

He was ordained a minister, yet he was never 
convinced of some of the doctrines. When he 
came up for ordination, he did not back away 
from questions that troubled him, but answered 
forthrightly, with a quotation from the Gospel of 
St. Paul: 

“For he hath made us able ministers of the 
New Testament not of the letter, but of the spirit, 
for the letter killeth but the spirit giveth life.” 


LARK POLING was a normal, happy man. He 

married, and two children carry on his virile 
heritage. He became established as pastor of the 
First Reformed Church of Schenectady, where he 
not only shepherded his flock according to the 
word of the Lord, but led them and was idolized 
by them. He had a job, a faith, an ambition, 
and a family. Then came war. 


Pastor Poling didn’t want to go into the Corps 
of Chaplains. He didn’t want to preach to fight- 
ing men. 

No, this man of peace and brotherhood wanted 
to carry a gun and a bayonet. 

He told his father he was not gotng to war as 
a chaplain : 

“What's the matter, Son?” asked his father. 
“Seared ?” , o 

That nettled young Dr. Poling. His father then 
explained to him that in the first World War the 
mortality rate of chaplains was one out of 96, the 
highest of all services. “As a chaplain,” he said, 
“you'll have the best chance in the world to be 
killed. The difference is this: you can’t kill any- 
body yourself.” 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor Clark Poling be- 
came a chaplain. 

Then he began. preaching against hate. The 
man who believed in fighting and who had wanted 
to bear arms against the Germans and the Japa 
nese began telling his men. that they should not 
hate the Nazis and the Japs. His reason was 
simple: Hate the system that made fellow humans 
Nazis, but never hate your brother. 

The last letter to his wife had a measure of 
complaint in it. The S. S. Dorchester was taking 
him, not to the front, but to a cemparatively sate 
and lonely post. ‘That was the fighting minister. 

A survivor of the Dorchester says that two 
things stand out in his memory from that fear 
some night As he slipped over the side of the 
ship, terrified and lonely, he heard the contagious 
laugh of Chaplain Poling. ‘Then, as he floated, 
cold and safe, in the icy water, he saw the man 
who believed in fighting for his God and for his 
fellow men and for this country, on his Knees, in 
humble prayer. 

Heaven must have been a mighty happy place 
that night, as the Rabbi, the two Parsons and the 
Priest came laughing in.

offering to give away dogs. ‘That, 
indeed, was a sensation. People came 
from three states and there was Dr. 
Jefferson Thomas, waiting, with the 
dogs. Always there was this ques- 
tion—-Did the people really love dogs 
and would they give them a good 
home? 

A man; living a few miles away 
from the town, lost his wife. He 
was immeasurably unhappy and 
lonely. Dr. Thomas heard about the 
unhappy state the man was in and 
sent for him. 

“I want to make you a present,” 
Dr. Thomas said. “Here’s a dog that 
needs somebody to love it.” 

The man carried the dog away 
in his arms. Ina few weeks the man

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came back, very much changed, in 
deed. His face was alight “Dr.

Dr. Thomas smiled; he knew 
psychology. “No man can be lonely 
who has a dog he loves,” he said. 

Meantime he accumulated 50 dogs. 

They barked. His neighbors be- 
gan to complain. So he bought a 
house on a hill, at the extreme edge 
of the town limits—a dog heaven. 

Bad news came to him. “Some- 
thing is goin’ to be done about it,” 
they said. 

He did not have to wait long. One 
day the marshal showed up. “You 
are charged with committing a 
crime,” he announced. 

In no time he was in court—for 
the first time in his life. 

I attended the trial. There he sat, 
listening to the parade of witnesses 
against him—48 of them. They said 
the dogs barked so loudly the people 
couldn't listen to the radio. 

I tell you it’s terrible what bark- 
ing dogs will do!

After 
a while some.of the cars drive away 
with dogs in them. 

He-has given away 100 dogs in 
the last three months. 

He now has 25 to give away. 

“I can tell you how much I love 
a dog,” said Dr. Thomas. “If I saw 
somebody kick a-dog I would hit the 
man...even if it was Joe Louis. I'd 
rather be kicked myself than have 
the blow fall on a dog.” 

I asked him what kind of dog he 
liked best. He answered, “A home- 
less dog. I love to pet a sad-eyed 
coon dog. They are so tremendously 
appreciative. “It warms my heart.” 

I asked him which was his favor- 
ite dog. “I'll show her to you.” He 
whistled. She came bounding up, 
wagering her tail. “Her name’ is 
Ti-te. She thinks I am a god. How 
cauld anybody keep from loving a 
dog like that?” 

He took me to the yard where a 
dozen dogs came barking joyfully. 
“Isn’t that music? ‘Twice I've had 
to go to court for that.” 

He pointed to a big, white, fluffy 
animal with a tail like a plume. 
“That’s the great-granddaughter of 
the dog I picked up that rainy day 
the dog that started all this.”

The Hon. Patrick Burns and His Shadowy Monopolists 
Must Depend on the Telephone and Telegraph Facilities 
to Service Their Clients—but They Must Also Have the 


Racing News to Put on Their Wires.

HUMDRUM street in downtown Brooklyn. 

Things unusually quiet; no one suspects.a 

thing. Shopkeepers are putting up their 
“Snecial For Today” signs as usual. They’re 
redecorating show windows for autumn. A sim- 
ilar street in Chicago has the same ordinary, 
workaday aspect. No one—or hardly anyone 
realizes that in these two commonplace thorough 
fares forces are lining up for a critical battle in 
the East Coast’s racing racket. 

Trans-America Press—that great, vaguely inte- 
grated combination which seeks to control racing 
news reports, bookmakers and tracks—is moving 
in. It applied for and received a Western Union 
special leased wire in which it planned to transmit 
racing information between Chicago and New 
York, with a leg to send the news to Baltimore, 
New Orleans and the West Coast. 

Its application, in a business man’s eyes, may 
have seemed innocent enough. It proposed a 
legitimate news service to legitimate buyers. 
What the application didn’t reveal was the Syndl- 
cate’s intention to steal the lawful James M. 
Ragen news service, as it sought to do in Chicago 
earlier in the year, when it tried to kill Ragen; 
and the application didn’t reveal, either, that the 
Syndicate now proposes to retail this service to 
bookmakers—and take over in the East. 

Trans-America’s president is listed as flam- 
boyant, loud-shirted Pat Burns, survivor of old- 
time racetrack wars; its vice-president and trea- 
surer is listed as the cold, shrewd veteran sports 
operator, Ralph O'Hara. 


THE estimable Patrick Burns is none other than 
a gentleman with three aliases—James Burns, 
John Burnstand James Donnelly—and a long 
criminal record. He was in court no less than 
nine times from 1908 to 1916 on charges ranging 
from burglary to armed robbery and served a 
total of 12 months in the House of Correction. 

On his last court appearance in 1916 he 
escaped from the custody of a guard and faded 
from sight for a while. 

Strangely enough, he turned up later as a 
respected citizen and was allowed to go his way 
unmolested. 

To syndicates, and to bookmakers, the wires 
telegraph and telephone—are a supplementary 
nerve system; they can’t get along without those 
wires any better than they could get along with- 
out the network of nerves within their bodies. 

And they can’t get along, either, without 
Ragen’s service, because no respectable racetrack 
in America will allow them to have wires or 
observers within its precincts. 

Pinkerton detectives at the tracks have strict 
orders to give Syndicate members the heave- ho 
if they so much as stick their noses inside the 
gates for any reason. 


HEN one of the leaders became identified 
with the Syndicate mob he told his boys: 

“Either buy Ragen out or take over.” 

‘Telephone threats were made to Ragen's wife. 

“Tell Ragen he’s getting old,” she was advised. 
“Tell him he’s got to let the young fellows com«¢ 
along.” 

Ragen ignored the threats until they became 
more and more sinister. ‘Then he took his story 
to the police. 

Most important wire of all is the leased wire 
with which Trans-America proposes to service 
handbooks in New York and Chicago. It is so 
important that when the strident, extroverted Pat 
Burns applied for it in April, this year, Western 
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Union hesitated. It wouldn’t say “Yes” right 
away. 

Burns went away. The company thought the 
matter over. And about that time—on May 14 
Burns was picked up in Chicago, popped into 
Bridewell, the city jail, then remanded to the 
+ House of Correction to serve 50 days remaining 
of the old term he’d walked out on in 1916, when 
he’d pleaded guilty to armed robbery. Chief Jus- 
tice Harold Ward, of Cook County, entered the 
judgment remanding him. Trans-America’s Presi- 
dent Patrick Burns was behind bars when, on 
May 17, Western Union decided favorably for 
Trans-America. 

In Western Union offices that day there was a 
bustling time. To the comntercial department 
went orders to recognize Trans-America. To the 
plant department went instructions to set up 
Trans-America’s line. There was to be no dilly- 


dallying; the work was to be done immediately. 


HEN Western Union granted wires to the Hon. 

Patrick Burns, president, and Ralph O’Hara, 
secretary, the mouthpiece who represented the 
two corporation heads also represented one of the 
most dignified and respectable law firms in the 
city of New York. It was largely on the strength 
of its sterling reputation that Burns and O’Hara 
got what they wanted. 

Perhaps the lawyer did not know then, and 
will not know until he reads this story, that his 
client Burns was considerably on the shady side 
of the fence. 

With the line ready, Trans-America was pre- 
pared to distribute racing information. It was 
ready to provide the detailed race news which is 
indispensable to handbooks. But there was one 
difficulty; Trans-America didn’t have the news. 

It tried to get its men into racetracks; tried to 
obtain permission to wire race news from press 
boxes to its outside terminal; and not a racetrack 
would let Trans-America’s men in. 

The Ragen service, from which International 
News Service, the United Press and Associated 
Press obtain 99 per cent of their racing informa- 
tion, had men everywhere; its news distribution 
had long been recognized as legitimate; it didn’t 
have to move over to make way for Trans- 
America. 

That was tough on Burns and O’Hara, and on 
Ryan behind the scenes; they’ve had to sit back 
and see rich potential profits elude them—profits 
far greater this year than any ever made before 
in the racing business in New York. 

What can they do? Well—tap Ragen’s wires; 
pirate Ragen’s news; try to make handbooks pay 
them amply for it, put Ragen out of business and 
get control of the suckers through control of the 
books. 

The handbooks can pay. 
year, they’ve ridden a boom beyond dreams. The 
city’s special racetrack tax led them to it. The 
tax -knocked off betting at the New York tracks 
so sharply that receipts have fallen below last 
year’s although on tracks elsewhere in the coun- 
try, this year’s play exceeded that of a year ago. 


In New York this 


S BETS at New York tracks dwindled, bets 

with handbooks went up. It’s reliably esti- 
mated that since the city’s tax. was slapped on, the 
handbooks’ take has shot up 75 per cent. 

A betting news service charges a handbook on 
the basis of its take. The bigger the bookie’s 
business, the higher the charge for racing news. 
No wonder, now, that Trans-America’s envious 
eyes are fixed on a plan to take over the country’s 
prize—-New York handbooks. 

Jamaica, opening April 6, went 12 days with- 
out the city’ tax, and its business was up 10 per 
cent over last year’s. Then the tax became effec- 
tive—and receipts fell below last year’s. 
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The play at Belmont, May 6 to 24, was off 5 
per cent—-$147,000 a day. 

At Aqueduct, June 3 to 22, the play was off 18 
per cent—-$496,000 a day. 

At Empire, in its first 18 days this summer 
compared with the full 18-day meet last summer, 
the play dropped 28 per cent-—-$800,307 a day. The 
$50 and $100 bets were off 23 and 69 per cent, 
respectively—a total of $5,591,400 less than the 
total of these bets a year ago. ‘ 

At other tracks, unburdened by city taxes, the 
trend was different. 

At the Delaware meet, the play was up 21 per 
cent over last year. Pimlico was up 9 per cent. 
Narragansett was up 17 per cent. Suffolk Downs 
was up 9 per cent. 

The New York books are doing fantastically 
well not only because of the benefit which the city 
tax tosses their way, but also because they’re 
giving betters some special advantages. Regular 
customers get 5 per cent lopped off of bets they 
lose; they get 10 per cent extra if they win. The 
books’ business is so big, and its percentage so 
carefully figured, that they can afford to do it. 

Some of the best accountants in the world 
work for the books, and when a book pays one of 
them $250 a day, from noon-to five o’clock, you 
know there’s need for that accountant. It’s been 
charged there’s need for examination of police 
graft, too; and Mayor William O’Dwyer has 
ordered a departmental investigation. | 

The public utilities, the telephone and tele- 
graph, have been the bookies’ best friends, and 
they are today. Bets have been placed by phone 
and wire, a common practice, and in some sec- 
tions they still are thus being placed. 

Wide open Nevada this summer made the_pro- 
cedure so easy, in fact, that it really offered the 
equivalent of a home bookmaking service up and 
down the country. The Las Vegas Turf Club, in 
an elaborate, three-colored brochure, agreed to 
accept bets—-none too big and none too small-—by 
telegraph or telephone, and at last account West- 
ern Union in some states was transmitting them, 
sending the betting instructions and the money 
by wire. 

For the Turf Club, a representative explained 
recently that the organization was set up to 
accommodate small betters who seek the services 
of a bookmaker. 

“Everything is licensed and the club pays wire 
or phone charges for those having an account 
with us of at least $35,” he said. “All bets must 
be in our hands before off time of the race. We 
wire or mail winnings. back the same day unless 
otherwise requested.” 

Said the brochure: “Track odds paid on any 
U. S. horse race. 

Bet by wire legally 
from any state. No 
bet too large, no 
bet too small.”

Entries: Wager 
goes on either horse starting, unless otherwise 
specified.” 

To test the plan, reporters for The American 
Weekly recently set out to send bets to Las Vegas 
in cities from coast to coast. They pored over 
dope sheets, and came up with two horses: Top 
Beau in the second race at Jamaica, and Peggy 
Silver in the eighth at Rockingham Park. 

In Boston, Baltimore and Chicago $2 bets were 
accepted by Western Union, the accompanying 
instructions reading either: “Two straight on Top 
Beau at Jamaica” or “Herewith $2 Top Beau to 
win second at Jamaica.” 


N New York, Western Union accepted a similar 

bet; then telephoned the better’s home to say 
that regulations issued in May of this year pro 
hibited its transmission on the ground that it 
wasn't legal in New York State. 

In San Francisco, the*company accepted a $5 
bet on Peggy Silver to win at Rockingham; then 
three hours later telephoned the better that its 
office in Las ,Vegas had declined to accept the 
message and money “because it was illegal to 
place a bet by wire in Nevada.” 

Incidentally, Top Beau won at $4.60 for $2; 
Peggy Silver finished second. 

Exactly where bets can be transmitted by wire, 
or can’t be, has seemed puzzling. Some critics 
might even conclude that Western Union's con- 
science has been guided by local laws. 

In Connecticut, bets by wire aren’t accepted 
now, and American Weekly reporters couldn't lay 
any; but in 1943 the situation was remarkably dif. 
ferent. That was before police and the State's 
Attorney’s office pounced on Western Union. 

Then, on August 20, 1943, 54 state policemen, 
with the cooperation of the Waterbury police, 
rounded up 14 men charged with pool selling, anc 
Western Union was charged with maintaining a 
place where horse bets were transmitted. 

The ‘company was accused on 25 counts, and 
specifically it was accused of “keeping, managing 
and maintaining a place in which it permitted and 
carried on the business of transmitting to a cer- 
tain. office maintained by one J. W. Donaldson in 
Union City, N. J., money there to be bet on horse 
races in violation of Statute 6280 of the State of 
Connecticut.” 

The company didn’t deny the charge; it plead- 
ed no defense. It heard State’s Attorney William 
B. Fitzgerald, New Haven County prosecutor at 
Waterbury, Conn., tell Superior Court Judge John 
A. Cornell that one bookmaker, when nabbed, 
said: 

“Why not raid Western Union 
bookie in Connecticut?” 


T HEARD the State’s Attorney tell the court that 
one Waterbury man had collected $3,000 in 
one week on bets made by telegraph. 

Judge Cornell, remarking that it was difficult 
for him to believe that the company didn’t know 
what was going on, imposed the maximum fine of 
$500 on each count—a total of $12,500. 

And you can’t wire a bet from or to 
place in Connecticut now. 

American Telephone & Telegraph incurs no 
such judicial chiding for its part in the great rac- 
ing gamble; the telephone company can’t be re 
sponsible for what someone says over a wire, 
even if it’s about “$10 on Peggy Silver to win.” 

When James J. Ragen, owner of the nation. 
wide race news service, was mangled by sawed-off 
shotguns before the eyes of his bodyguards in a 
Chicago street, he made the statement that gam- 
bling syndicates, responsible for the murder of 
nine Chicago bookmakers, were having no trouble 
getting telegraph and telephone wires installed.

From a Donated Eye.

VER the front of the 
an important little window. 
It is called the cornea. You 
can’t see it because it is transparent 
like windows made of glass. But 
sometimes as the result of an acci- 
dent or illness the cornea becomes 
scratched or scarred. The light stops 
coming through. Blindness follows. 

There are at least 10,000 persons 
in the United States with damaged 
corneal windows, uncomplicated by 
other eye ailments. 

For these blind men, women and 
children, a breathtakingly delicate 
operation, perfected after long pre- 
liminary work, gives promise of re- 
turning the great gift of vision. 

In 1935, a Russian surgeon, Vla- 
dimir P. Filatov, after 20 years of 
experimenting, announced that he 
had successfully restored sight by 
transplanting a piece of clear cornea 
from the eye of a dead person to the 
damaged eye of a living person. 

The operation was quickly adapted 
in America. Eye Banks of donated 
eyes were established to supply the 
corneal material. Surgeons trained 
themselves in the new miracle. 

On this page are the first photo- 
graphs ever published outside tech-

nica] fields show- 
ing the operation 
step by step. They 
are taken from a 
training film = for 
surgeons and 
nurses. The oper- 
ation follows: 

The surgeon, 
holding the 
donated eye in his 
left hand, cuts out 
a tiny disc of the 
cornea. ‘The: tiny 
circular knife of 
his instrument 
spins automatically, 
spring. 

With a hook-like device, he picks 
up the piece of precious cornea tissue. 
He places it in a solution while he 
prepares the eye of the patient. 

The stitches are started in the 
patient's eye around the area of the 
operation. These hang loose until the 
transplant is performed. ‘Then they 
are quickly pulled tight. 

Now, the surgeon cuts our the 
damaged portion of the corneas The 
eye is ready for the transplant, 

With steel-nerved delicacy, the sur- 
geon inserts the transplant from the 
dead eye in the opening he has made.

Each healthy eye, donated after 
death, can provide sufficient material 
to replace the corneas of three blinded 
eyes. There is, however, this neces- 
sity—the operation must be carried 
out within 72 hours. 

Specialists at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity have also tried the method 
of having the patient wait for the 
eye. In this way, a perfectly fresh 
piece of corneal tissue can be used.

to donors. Recently, a woman of 70 
bequeathed her eye. The patient was 
a 76-year-old man. After the opera- 
tion, he was able to read large news- 
paper type without glasses. 

A young man on whom the trans- 
plant was performed had been blind 
for 17 years. Shortly after the opera- 
tion, he volunteered for and was ac- 
cepted by the army. 

A man, blind for 22 years, now 
drives a 10-ton truck in crowded New 
York City streets. 

There’s a shadow on this. encour- 
aging picture: The supply of corneas. 
There are not enough to go around. 
At a recent convention in Pittsburgh, 
300 members of an optometric honor 
society took a step toward conquer- 
ing this problem when they be- 
queathed their own eyes. 

To obtain more eyes, which are 
useless to the donors but mean new 
life to the receivers, the Eye Bank, 
medical institutions and thousands of 
blind persons request that you leave 
your eyes to humanity.

Family Seven Years 
to Get Its Proud 
Name Back From Her

EN Gangster Bugs Moran’s 

son was divorced the other 

day Chicago’s proud Palmer 
clan had a genuine personal interest 
in the case, 

Indeed, they were as deeply con- 
cerned with the dutcome as either 
of the principals. 

Mrs. Mordn was the so-called juke 
box Cinderella, Pluma Louise Lowery, 
widow of the late Potter - D’Orsay 
Palmer, playboy grandson of the first 
Potter Palmer. What the Palmers 
wanted, and finally got, was the re- 
turn of their own exalted name. 

Ever since D’Orsay died in 1939 
after a fight with a Sarasota, Fla., 


butcher, pretty Pluma had insisted | 


she was a Palmer, and had refused 
to give up the name, even after twice 
remarrying. 

Now, suddenly, her seven-year re- 
sistance to-the demands of the patri- 
cian Chicagoans has ended with her 
divorce from curly-haired Jack Moran 
and her request that she be allowed 
to use her maiden name. 

The little waitress, who left a 
Florida hamburger stand for Chicago 
society, insists the dropping of 
Palmer from her list of names was 
entirely voluntary, although she once 
scornfully rejected an offer of $300 
a month for life to do so. 

The offer was made after D’Or- 
say’s death, and Pluma said she’d be 
glad to oblige if her mother-in-law 
would do the same, ‘ 

Pluma was never accepted in Chi- 
cago society. She was 17 when dash- 
ing D’Orsay Palmer’ spotted her 
standing by a blaring juke box. The 
33-year-old playboy married her two 
days after his divorce from his. third 
wife, New York socialite Polly War- 
ren Palmer. 

According to Plunta’s own account 
of the romance and marriageN’Orsay 
took her to call on his mother at the 
family’s Sarasota estate. Ske heard 
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a voice scream from an upper 
window : 

“Get that woman off my prop- 
erty immediately.” 

D’Orsay and Pluma got off the 
property, she said, and that was the 
closest the young bride ever came to 
meeting her mother-in-law. 

A few weeks later the -couple 
separated and then were reunited 
after Pluma signed a quit-claim to 
any share of D’Orsay’s fortune. 

After that Pluma retained a law- 
yer on a 20-year basis to keep her 
married. She called it happiness in- 
surance, and her plan might have 
worked if it hadn’t been for D’Orsay’s 
death early in 1939. 

She was named his sole heir, but 
it developed he left\nothing but $7,500 
in personal property, mest of it 
matched by debts. 

There was no cash, so D’Orsay’s 
father provided the young widow 
with $100 credit so she might buy a 
crepe veil and black clothing for the 
funeral. 

Then came a succession of law- 
suits, and Pluma, assured her hus- 
band had left nothing, finally ac- 
cepted $2,250 and assigned her rights 
in the estate to his parents. 

In 1943, her lawyer discovered 
D’Orsay should have shared in his 
grandfather’s millions while still alive. 

Pluma took her case to court, and 
after prolonged bargaining accepted 
a settlement of $132,000 from her 
aristocratic in-laws. At first, she in- 
sisted she got only $22,000 after pay- 
ing her lawyer, but neither she nor 
her legal adviser now deny the targer 
figure. 

Before D’Orsay’s pot of gold was 
uncovered, Pluma married Ellsworth 
Struck, Toledo, Ohio, carnival barker. 
Struck, like D’Orsay, met her in a 
Florida juke box joint. A dash of 
carnival life was enough, and Pluma 
got a divorce, blaming Struck’s 
drinking.

Whether that was so or not, Buda couldn’t say, 
and laylor acrimoniously denied it when he divorced 
her in 1910: “I married Buda when we both were 
drunk and 1 found out she was quite incapable of 
loyalty to anybody.”

Hotels had been shadowed before that; operatives

His complaint clinched the matter. The gang 
was rounded up. Indicted on charges of blackmail 
were Buda and Edward Donohue, Doc Brady, Homer 
T. French, George Irwin and Jimmy Christian. 

Just as nothing in the past had bothered Buda, 
this didn’t either. In the District Attorney’s office, 
she let her big brown eyes flutter, and asked: 

“What is going to happen to poor little me?” 


GHE helped answer the question herself. She 
didn’t stay in jail. Spurning the services of a 
bonding company, she turned to two “dear friends” 
—as she said—Mrs. Susie Summerville and Mrs. 
Rene Morrow, who put up $10,000 bail. 

They put it up and they left it up, for as soon as

she could after that Buda van- 
— ished, the bail was forfeited, 

— and, although the gang was 
aisle smashed, the next that was 
heard of the gang’s invaluable lure, Buda, she was 
safe on the sunny beach of Havana. 

When she heard that Jimmy Christian, a gang 
member who had been fond of her, had pleaded 
guilty and had taken an 18-month sentence after 
insisting that she was only an innocent tool, she 
sighed and said: 

“Why, that handsome sucker 

She didn’t know that unwittingly she had hap- 
pened to do a good turn in the interest of law and 
order. It remained for Dannenberg long afterward 
to point out that she and her gang were responsible 
for the break-up of the once-common practice of 
blackmail through the “badger game.” 

“She did more ‘o eliminate the Mann Act as a 
tool of blackmailers and to preserve its intended 
value to society than did any of the professional 
reformers who were having a go at it,” said Dan 
nenberg. “I’U always be grateful to her for show- 
ing the Mann Act’s weakness by her distortion of 
its provisions to meet her own ends.” 
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VENTUALLY the Supreme Court of -the United 

States supplied the remedy for misapplication 
of the Act. It ruled: 

“That a woman transported for immoral pur- 
poses in violation of the Mann White Slave Act, if 
a guilty participant, may be convicted as a con- 
Spirator with the person who caused her to be 
transported.” 

’' The end of Buda Godman’s star part in the 
“badger game” was not, however, the end of a 
spectacular career. In Havana she became the 
protege of Charles A. Stoneham, president of the 
New York Giants baseball club, and for years 
afterward her. Park Ave. apartment was a stage 
across which moved such figures as Arnold Roth- 
stein, the gambler; Owney Madden, the beer king; 
race track notables and Broadway climbers. 

To the other residents of the apartment house, 
she was Known as Mrs. Stoneham; for others, she 
had other names; and meanwhile the old blackmail 
charges in Chicago had been dropped. 

Her last public appearance she, made in 1932, 
and it was no anticlimax. She had the role of a 
chief figure in the $300,000 jewelry robbery of 
Harry C. Glemby, hairnet manufacturer, of New 
York. Detectives stopped a taxicab in which she was 
riding at Broadway and 63rd Street, and in the cab 
found nearly all of the stolen gems. 

This time there was no Jimmy Christian to take 
the rap for her. she couldn't say, “Poor little me!” 
again. She did insist on keeping an alias, Helen 
Smith, and under that name—plump now, 45 years 
old, and aging—she pleaded guilty to a charge of 
criminally receiving the $300,000 loot taken in the 
hold-up of the Glemby home, 

The court did not establish that Helen Smith 
and Buda Godman were one and the same. The 
judge accepted the name, Helen Smith, and sent her 
to Auburn Prison for from four to eight years. 

That really was the end. She served her term, 
and vanished. 

FOR 40 years William C. Dannenberg has fought 

crime and injustice. Serving as what would 
now be called a G-man in the Department of Jus- 
tice during the Theodore Roosevelt administration, 
he helped in writing the Mann-XAct, and afterward 
in fighting its misuse by blackmailers. More about 
the Gentle Avenger’s work will appear i. later 
issues of The American Weekly.

Suddenly the dressing 
room door was thrown open by the 
manager who inquired; “Was that 
you whistling?”

‘Peacock feathers have also 
been regarded as.a bad omen by 
theatrical people.

When the noted actor opened his 
theatre on Sixth Avenue and 23rd 
Street, a friend presented him 
with a stuffed peacock. Booth 
always felt that the bird was 
bad luck and when he finally 
went bankrupt he was sure of 
it. He disposed of it, fortune 
again smiled and when he died 
he left an estate of more than 
$500,000. The peacock became 
a symbol of bad luck. 

In Europe I found a great 
variation of theatrical supersti- 
tions. Among these was the 
belief that to trip while making 
a stage entrance on a first night 
was a sure sign of success. But 
to receive a bouquet at the stage 
door on the same night was a 
sure omen of failure.

He Saw the Officials, theeNews- 
papermen — and the Girl. He 
Saw, in the Mayor's Hands, Two

SUGGEST you assume I know nothing about 
the case and give me what facts you have,” 
said A. B. MacDonald, veteran Kansas City

opposite Gene Howe, editor of the Amarillo, Tex., 
Globe and News. .“I also suggest that you keep 
your own opinions and prejudices to yourself.” 


Howe grinned. “That’s precisely why I asked 
you to come down here, Mac. I wanted a capable 
outsider on the job, one who could go into this 
thing cold, without suspicions or preconceived 
notions. I'll do my best to give you the bare, un- 
biased details, and then you can | 
take over.” 

He said the case involved 
the sudden death about a 
month previous, on June 27 
1930, of Mrs. A. D. Payne, wife 
of a local attorney.

Sewing Machine" 
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Relax for Energy 


By SALLY YOUNG 


WENTY minutes of sci- 

entific muscular relaxa- 
tion is equal to two hours’ 
sleep in bed, says Mrs. Olive 
H. . Haring, recreational 
and social director of the 
Long Island College Hos- 
pital School of Nursing in 


. Brooklyn, who teaches the 


method ¢to student nurses 
there. As a result the 
nurses can enjoy. evening 
dates and other recreational 
activities for which they 
otherwise might be too tired 
after a long day of nursing 
duties. 


Simple Rules 


THE method used is a very 

Simple one, and can be 
followed by anyone who is 
in need of quick relief from 
fatigue. The first step is 
to relax your thoughts, ex- 
plains Mrs.: Haring, since 
the mind controls all mus- 
cular reaction. So, instead 
of thinking about the birth- 
day present you ought to 
buy Aunt Hazel or worry- 
ing about how much longer 
your old automobile will 
hold out, lie down and think 
about nothing but, “Rest, 
rest—relax.” Say the words 
over and over to yourself, 
not in a heated or deter- 
mined fashion, but quietly, 
in a whisper. Say them 
Slower and slower. Make a 
mental image of how you 
look relaxed. You'll feel the 
tension leaving you. Your 


muscles will obey, the words: 


and thoughts. 
On the Hard Floor 


IIE position you should 

have taken while telling 
yourself to relax is a reclin- 
ing one on the hard floor, 
with a Turkish towel or 
small pillow under your 
head. Sitting in a chair 
won't do, because the but- 
tocks still supports. the 
weight of your upper body. 
Consequently, those muscles 
are not resting. But lying 
on the floor, your weight is 
distributed over a greater 
area so that no focal point 
is under stress. , 

However, just lying flat 
on your back, even with 
your mind willing, isn’t 
enough—not if you do 
much lifting and bending. 
Your back will still feel 
tired and your abdominal 
muscles will remain tense. 
But flex your knees, and 
you'll release the abdominal 
muscles. Hospital patients 
who have undergone ab- 
dominal surgery are told to 
lie with their knees bent 
for the same reason. 


Tired Legs and Back 


FOR the tired back and 
legs, Mrs. Haring sug- 
gests that you let the weight 
of your legs be carried by a 
chair. Lying on the floor, 
place your lower leg, from 
the knees down, on the seat 
of the chair. (Or us@ a 
bench or bed. See above 
picture.) 

Knees should not be held 
close together. Rather, keep 
them parallel. to the hip 
joints. Resting the weight 
of the legs on a chair re- 
lieves the back muscles of 
all stress and strain. This 
position is the most popular 
among the Long Island Hos- 
pital nurses who find it 


comfortable for a few mo- 
ments of actual dozing. 

After a hard day’s work 
some nurses feel pressure, 
or even pain, on the lower 
back or Sacrum. To relieve 
this, Mrs. Haring suggests 
that ,they lie on the floor, 
and, clasping the arms 
around their Knees, pull 
them over the chest. If 
this position is held for a 
little while, the pain and 
strain ease in the lower 
back region, and then if 
you rest your legs on a 
chair, as described above, 
you'll have little trouble re- 
laxing. 


Shoulders and Hands 
aE proper position for 

your arms during these 
20-minute rest periods 
is criss-crossed over your 
chest. ‘The pull of the arms, 
crossed that way, tends to 
relax the muscles between 
the shoulder blades, which 
are in use about 17 hours 
a day. Let your wrists and 
hands hang loosely down 
the sides. This is very good 
relaxation for people who 
use their hands a great deal 
—people who sew, typists, 
houseworkers and nurses. 

For better muscle relaxa- 
tion at night in bed, here 
are two suggested positions 
the student nurses at Long 
Island College Hospital 
have found very helpful. If 
you like to lie on your 
stomach in bed, place a soft 
pillow under you between 
the breast bone and pubes. 
And if you are in the habit 
of lying flat on your back 
in bed, put a pillow under 
your knees. Both these po- 
sitions will relieve’ the 
spinal muscles from the 
pull of the legs and permit 
you maximum benefit from 
your sleeping hours. 

Prevent Strain 

SINCE prevention is better 

than cure in the matter 
of fatigue as in all others, 
the nurses are taught proper 
body balance so as to cause 
the least amount of muscle 
strain during working 
hours. 

Body balance, as doctors 
and beauty specialists ex- 
plain to us, is achieved by 
cupping the pelvic basin 
under the rib case. You 
know how small you try to 
make yourself when you 
squeeze through a row of 
theatre seats to get to the 
empties in the middle. Well, 
this same principle is in- 
volved in achieving perfect 
balance. And to practice it, 
place a chair with its back 
quite close to the wall. Try 


- Sliding through that small 


space, back to the chair, 
without brushing it. If you 
get by the chair, you have 
contracted the back muscles 
which flatten the buttocks. 
You should feel the way a 
spanked puppy looks, if 
you are doing the exercise 
correctly. Practice until 
you Jearn which muscles 
are involved. Soon you will 
pull them instinctively. 


When that happens, hold it.- 


Your stance is correct.
